You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rye  on  Tuesday  the 
tenth  of  March,  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  vote  by  ballot  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  and  a  member  of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the 
ensuing  year;  a  Selectmen,  a  Cemetery  Trustee,  a  Library  Trustee,  a  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds,  and  two  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  Rye  School  District  in 
accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure  adopted  by  said  District  at  its  March 
1962  annual  meeting. 

Polls  will  not  close  before  seven  o'clock  p.m.  on  March  10,  1981. 

You  are  hereby  further  notified  to  adjourn  to  meet  at  the  Rye  Junior  High 
School  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  next,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
to  vote  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  five  percent  (5%)  discount 
on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  mailing  of  the 
tax  bills. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  ($155,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  prepar- 
ing plans  and  specifications  for  sewerage  treatment  facilities  which  are  require- 
ments contained  in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C. 
1251  et  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Town  for  Federal  funds,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  negotiate  for  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain 
such  Federal,  State,  or  other  assistance  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($138,500.00)  as  may  be  available  for  this 
purpose,  and  further,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  said  assistance  as  outlined  in  N.H.R.S.A.  33:7-b,  as  amended,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.  And,  pending  such  assistance,  to  authorize  the  raising  by  the 
issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not  to  exceed  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($16,500.00)  being  the  State  and  Town  share  under  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  (N.H.R.S.A.  33:1,  as  amended),  or  by  taxation,  and  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to 
expend  such  monies  as  become  available  from  the  Federal  government  under  the 
Financial  Assistance  Program  of  the  Construction  Grants  Section  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.   (Requires  a  two-thirds  vote.) 

This  Article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  only  to 
the  extent  of  $46,000.00. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
seventy  thousand  dollars  ($70,000)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  high- 
way building  at  the  brush  dump  site  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Grove  Roads, 
in  accordance  with  preliminary  plans  presented  by  the  Highway  Agent.  The  funds 
for  this  project  are  proposed  to  be  raised  as  follows:  Forty  thousand  dollars 
($40,000)  to  be  appropriated  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  or  to  be  re- 
ceived by  the  Town  in  the  fiscal  year  1981  and  the  remainder,  thirty  thousand 
dollars  ($30,000)  to  be  raised  and/or  appropriated  from  a  combination  of  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  present  highway  building  and  taxes. 
(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
sell  the  present  highway  building,  in  the  event  the  previous  Article  (#6)  is 
approved,  by  sealed  bid  or  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  seventy-three  dollars  ($673)  to  be  paid  to  the  Rockingham  County  Community 
Action  Program,  Inc.  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  local  program. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  be  paid  to  the  Retit^-ed  Senior  Volunteer  Program  of 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  as  the  Town's  share  of  its  programs. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  bandstand 
in  Parsons  Park  in  accordance  with  preliminary  plans  prepared  by  Philip  S. 
Gambling ,  A. I. A.,  Architect. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional  office  space 
at  the  Rye  Town  Hall;  specifically,  to  enclose  the  area  at  the  rear  of  the  Select- 
men's office. 

(This  Aiticle  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  12.  On  petition  of  Frances  I.  Holway  and  88  others,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  raise  and  dpproptiaLe  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hiring  an  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Selectmen,  such  sum  to  be  ex- 
pended for  salary  and  expenses  for  the  period  of  July  1  through  December  31,  1981. 
Said  Administrative  Assistant  will  have  had  college  training  in  public  administra- 
tion and  administrative  experience  in  municipal  government. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  13   On  petition  of  Larry  D.  Severance  and  13  others,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  finding  a 
site  for  a  teen/community  center  in  Rye  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500  for 
administrative  costs.  This  committee  would  be  composed  of  eleven  members  includ- 
ing a  representative  from   the  Rye  Recreation  Commission,  the  Rye  Police  Department, 


the  Rye  School  Board,  the  Rye  Young  Women's  Club,  the  Rye  Lions  Club,  and  four 
teen-age  residents  and  two  other  interested  citizens. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  14.  On  petition  of  Leigh  Y.  Johnston  and  14  others,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2000)  to 
paint  the  Town  Hall  offices,  lobby,  and  kitchen  area  and  recarpet  the  Selectmen's, 
Tax  Collector's,  and  Town  Clerk's  offices.  These  monies  to  be  taken  either  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Account  or  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  or  raised  by  taxes  or  any 
combination  of  these. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  15.  On  petition  of  George  W.  Moynahan,  Jr.  and  16  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
dollars  ($180,000)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  aerial  ladder  truck  for  the  fire 
department;  fourteen  thousand  dollars  ($14,000)  of  said  amount  to  be  withdrawn  from 
the  fire  equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  March  1955. 
(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  16.  On  petition  of  George  W.  Moynahan,  Jr.  and  16  others,  to  wee  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000) 
for  the  purchase  of  a  used  aerial  ladder  truck  for  the  fire  department;  fourteen 
thousand  dollars  ($14,000)  of  said  amount  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  fire  department 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  March  1965. 

(This  Article  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  17,  A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  submitted  by  the 
Budget  Committee  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto,  and, 

B.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  calendar  year  1981. 

Article  18>  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
sell  a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  on  Huntervale  Avenue,  shown  on  the  Town 
Assessors'  Map  as  Lot  68  on  Sheet  19,  to  one  of  the  abuttors,  Peter  and  Pauline 
Garrity,  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000).  Said  parcel  of  land  has 
a  frontage  of  eighty  feet  on  Huntervale  Avenue  and  an  area  of  8,880  square  feet, 
more  or  less.  It  is  not  a  buildable  lot  because  the  Town  has  a  storm  drain  line 
crossing  it  from  the  edge  of  the  street.  A  drainage  easement  will  be  part  of  the 
deed  if  there  is  favorable  action  on  this  Article. 

Article  19.  On  petition  of  John  J.  Scully,  Jr.  and  9  others:  Are  you  in  favor  of 
having  the  Town  of  Rye  deed  to  Fred  L.  and  Maureen  L.  Brown  and  Piscataqua  Savings 
Bank  certain  land  and  buildings  located  at  189  Sagamore  Road,  Rye,  N.  H.,  and 
further  described  as  Lot  72  on  Tax  Map  6  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  acquired  by  the  Town 
of  Rye  by  Tax  Collector's  deed,  for  non-payment  of  the  1977  real  estate  taxes  in 
exchange  for  payment  to  the  Town  of  Rye  of  all  outstanding  taxes,  costs,  and 
interest  presently  due  the  Town  of  Rye  on  said  property.  The  cost  in  back  taxes, 
interest,  and  penalties  will  be  $3,081.62  as  of  April  1,  1981. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
deed  to  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Laurice  Ripley  and  to  Mrs.  Laurice  Ripley  of  31  Church 
Street,  Franklin,  N.  H.  03235,  the  property  on  the  corner  of  "E"  Street  and  Jenness 
Beach,  shown  on  the  Town  Assessors'  Map  as  Lot  119  on  Sheet  18,  in  return  for  pay- 
ment of  back  taxes,  interest,  penalties,  and  related  costs  of  $6,562.94  (as  of  April 
1,  1981).  This  property  was  deeded  to  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector  for  non-payment  of 
taxes. 


Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  Ordinances,  and  adopt 
one  new  ordinance,  as  follows: 
No.  1  -  Beach  Ordinance 

Section  6.  Delete  the  following  words:  "During  the  period  from  June  1st 
to  October  1st  in  each  year  hereafter"  so  that  the  paragraph  reads,  "No  person  shall 
ride  or  drive  a  horse  or  operate  a  motor  vehicle,  motorcycle,  or  bicycle  upon  any 
public  beach  in  said  Town  except  to  remove  rubbish  or  fishermen's  gear  from  the 
beach."  Also  add  the  following  sentence:  "However,  between  October  1st  and  June 
1st,  horses  may  be  ridden  on  the  beach." 
No.  4  -  Parking  Ordinance 

Section  3.  Jenness  Beach  Precinct 

Add  to  line  e. :  "except  that  there  shall  be  no  parking  on  the  east 
side  of  Ocean  Boulevard  (Rte.  1-A)  beginning  at  a  point  150  feet  north  of  Perkins 
Road  and  extending  southerly  for  750  feet  on  Ocean  Boulevard.  (Note:  The  State  High- 
way Department  has  banned  parking  in  this  area  per  RSA  262-A:72  and  RSA  249:5)." 

Section  4.  Rye  Mater  District 

Add  a  new  paragraph  h^  as  follows:  "No  parking  on  Washington  Road 
from  Walker  Lane  on  the  south  side  and  from  Olde  Parish  Road  on  the  north  side  to 
Grange  Park  at  the  intersection  of  Washington  and  Wall  is  Roads,  except  that  there 
shall  be  a  fifteen  minute  loading/unloading  zone  at  the  Rye  Junior  High  School  on 
the  north  side  of  Washington  Road." 

Section  4.  Rye  Water  District 

Add  a  new  paragraph  J^  as  follows:  "No  parking  on  the  bikeways  (paved 
shoulders  within  six  feet  of  the  marked  travelway)  beginning  at  the  entrance  to 
Wall  is  Sands  State  Beach  and  extending  northerly  along  Route  1-A  to  the  southerly 
boundary  of  Odiorne  Point  State  Park  and  no  parking  on  both  sides  of  Route  1-A  from 
the  southerly  boundary  of  Odiorne  Point  State  Park  northerly  to  the  entrance  gate 
to  the  Seavey  Creek  boat  launching  area,  which  point  is  approximately  350  feet 
south  of  Pine  Tree  Bridge,  so-called,  over  Seavey  Creek.   (Note:  The  State  Highway 
Department  has  banned  parking  in  this  area  per  RSA  262-A:72)." 
No.  10  -  Use  of  Town-Owned  Lands  (new) 

1.  The  use  or  operation  of  all  motor  vehicles,  both  two-wheel   and  four- 
wheel  drive,  and  off-road  vehicles  including  motorcycles,  trail  bicycles,  and  snow- 
mobiles is  hereby  prohibited  at  all  times. 

2.  Violators  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  and, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  or  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

3.  Town-owned  lands  as  stated  in  this  Ordinance  include  those  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  Town. 

4.  This  Ordinance  is  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  character 
of,  and  preventing  damage  to,  the  Town  owned  lands  and  for  their  ecological  well-being. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  established  a  Town  Forest  on  Town-owned 
lands  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  R.S.A.  31:110.  The  area  shall  consist  of  the 
wooded  portions  of  the  following  parcels: 

Lot  3  on  Sheet  12  (97  acres  total  ,  50  acres  wooded) 

Lot  97  on  Sheet  13  (46  acres  wooded) 

Lot  98  on  Sheet  13  (3.3  acres) 

Lot  99  on  Sheet  13  (1.7  acres) 

Lot  101  on  Sheet  13  (6.61  acres  total,  2  acres  wooded) 

Lot  102  on  Sheet  13  (1.48  acres) 

Lot  103  on  Sheet  13  (1.66  acres) 
Purpose  and  management  of  the  Rye  Town  Forest  shall  be  consistent  with  R.S.A.  31:111 
and  R.S.A.  31:112,  respectively,  and  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Rye  Conser- 
vation Commission.  Compatible  forms  of  recreation,  such  as  hiking  and  ski  touring. 


shall  be  encouraged  on  these  town  lands.  A  Town  Forest  Maintenance  Fund  shall  be 
established  in  accordance  with  R.S.A.  31:113. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
issue  certificates  of  failure  when  the  town  Planning  Board  shall  fail  to  take 
action  as  provided  in  R.S.A.  36:19-29  inclusive. 

Article  24.  On  petition  of  Martha  Phil  brick  and  10  others:  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  petition  the  Representatives  and  Senators  who  represent  the  Town  in 
the  General  Court  to  support  in  the  current  session  of  the  General  Court,  the  con- 
current resolution  to  amend  the  State  Constitution  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in 
property  taxes  to  five  percent  and  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in  spending  by  the 
State  or  any  city,  town,  or  other  governmental  unit  of  the  State  to  five  percent. 

Article  25.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


We,  the  Selectmen,  find  that  the  year  1980  was  a  year  of  steady,  but 
controlled,  growth  for  Rye. 

The  Pollution  Control  Study  Committee  is  taking  steps  for  long  range 
planning  on  a  sewer  problem,  primarily  in  the  Rye  Beach  area.  Area  towns 
are  cooperating  with  us  to  help  alleviate  this  problem. 

Despite  rising  energy  costs  that  are  rampart  around  us,  the  separate 
departments  of  the  town  managed  to  stay  within  their  budgets.  Unfortun- 
ately, the  future  shows  even  more  rising  costs  which  we  will  have  to  pay. 
All  the  departments  are  aware  of  the  problem  and  are  working  to  reduce 
cost,  particularly  energy  costs. 

As  in  the  past,  the  purchasing  of  Certificates  of  Deposit,  and  the 
interest  gained  from  them,  more  than  off-set  the  cost  of  borrowing  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Purchase  of  Certificates  of  Deposit  have  been 
made  this  year  and  interest  is  being  gained  as  you  read  this. 

One  area  which  v/e  would  like  to  see  explored  is  a  capital  investment 
program  whereby  the  town  could  invest  monies  in  Capital  Reserve  Funds  with 
specific  goals  in  mind.   It  would  appear  that  spreading  costs  over  a  per- 
iod of  years  would  be  beneficial  to  all  residents  of  the  town.   It  seems 
to  the  Selectmen  that  the  growth  of  the  town  is  resulting  in  needs  for 
facilities  and  equipment  which  cannot  be  met  through  any  one  annual  budget. 
Therefore,  a  Capital  Investment  Program  might  be  the  best  solution. 

The  many  commissions,  committees,  and  boards  have  contributed  a  great 
measure  to  help  Rye  become  a  better  town.  A  great  many  people  have  worked 
hard  and  will  continue  to  work  hard  towards  this  common  goal.   We,  the 
Selectmen,  want  to  thank  them  all  for  the  offering  of  their  time  and  effort. 
If  anyone  feels  he  can  contribute  in  any  way,  we  would  be  very  glad  to  hear 
from  them.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department  handled  a  total  of  207  incidents  in  1980,  which 
is  a  34%  increase  over  1979.  Incident  breakdown  is  as  follows:  Structures 
10,  electrical  7,  arcing/downed  wires  10,  chimneys/woodstoves  23,  woods/ 
grass  30,  auto  accidents  13,  automobile  fires  6,  dryers  4,  miscellaneous  9, 
electric  range  2,  investigations  21,  public  assist  24,  ambulance  assist  9, 
medical  assist  (walk-ins)  5,  fire  alarm  activation  17,  gas  wash  down  5,  and 
mutual  aid  given  12  (Portsmouth  7,  Greenland  4,  North  Hampton  1).   Mutual 
aid  received  9  (Portsmouth  2,  North  Hampton  4,  Greenland  1,  Sherriff's 
Department  Lighting  Unit  1,  Interstate  Emergency  Mask  Unit  1). 

With  the  increase  of  wood  being  used  for  heat,  we  find  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  number  of  chimney  and  stove  fires.  The  proper  curing  of 
wood  and  strict  adherence  to  maintenance  procedures  and  clearances  are  of 
prime  importance.  There  were  several  fires  this  past  year  in  which  the 
occupants  were  alerted  by  smoke  detectors  and  no  serious  injuries  reported. 

I  met  with  the  Sounding  Board  this  past  year  and  provided  them  with 
assistance  in  surveying  the  Fire  Department  along  with  the  Insurajnce  Ser- 
vices Office  survey  done  in  1979.   I  anticipate  the  information  provided 
will  assist  in  long  term  planning  for  fire  protection.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business 

Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with 
Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  1940's  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the 
spread  of  forest  fire  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every   citizen,  a  half  century  before 
this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first  forest 
fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  in  each  town 
and  city  a  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforce- 
ment in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must 
be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled.  All 
forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as 
they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  Rye 
and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest 
fire  training  costs. 
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This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States,

POLICE  CHIEFS  REPORT 

The  Rye  Police  Department  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
everyone  who  assisted  them  this  past  year. 

In  June,  Cadet  Patrick  Manning  attended  the  Cadet  Academy  and  worked 
for  the  Town  for  (9)  nine  weeks.  He  is  now  working  at  Lang's  Corner  Garage 
and  would  very  much  like  to  become  a  Special  Officer.  Charles  Rand,  Jr., 
the  1979  cadet,  is  attending  U.N.H.  studying  to  become  a  lawyer.  Cadet  Hague 
is  also  studying  law  at  U.N.H.  and  is  still  working  part  time. 

Again,  I  plead  with  the  residents  to  have  a  neighborhood  watch  program 
because  of  the  number  of  burglaries  in  town.  A  lot  of  them  are  being  com- 
mitted during  the  day  time  and  it  would  be  a  great  help  to  both  your  neigh- 
bor and  the  Police  Department  to  have  any  suspicious  incidents  or  persons 
reported  to  the  station. 

Two  big  problems  this  past  year  were  alcoholic  beverages  and  dogs  on 
the  beaches.  The  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  beaches  and  in  or  upon 
any  and  all  parking  lots  or  areas  easterly  of  Ocean  Boulevard  is  strictly 
prohibited.  The  police  officers  are  directed  to  enforce  this  regulation 
and  issue  summons  for  court  for  any  of  those  found  in  violation.  They  can- 
not be  in  the  beach  areas  all  the  time  because  of  other  complaints  that 
have  to  be  investigated,  therefore,  everyone  should  speak  to  persons  in 
violation.  After  all,  it  is  your  beach,  too!  This  also  includes  people 
leaving  rubbish  on  the  beach  as  they  are  getting  ready  to  go  home.  If  some- 
one does  not  heed  a  reminder,  their  registration  number  should  be  taken  and 
given  to  the  police  and  an  officer  will  clear  up  the  matter. 

The  following  items  were  handled  by  the  department  in  1980:  Complaints 
1298,  summons  632,  arrests  139,  warnings  430,  alarms  501,  defective  equipment 
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tags  54,  accidents  144,  public  assist  372,  parking  tickets  issued  368,  doors 
and  windows  found  open  47,  aid  to  other  departments  205,  escorts  55,  juvenile 
cases  279,  suspensions  7,  animal  79,  miscellaneous  2445.   Mileage  was  93,209 
and  gas  consumption  was  6295  gallons  for  two  cruisers.   Gas  consumption  for 
the  ambulance  was  301  gallons.

JUVENILE  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

The  Police  Department  was  kept  very   busy  this  past  year  with  the  handling 
of  the  youth  of  the  town.  We  have  two  juvenile  officers,  Sgt.  Larry  Severance 
and  Randall  Tompkins.  Officer  Tompkins  has  assumed  the  duties  of  juvenile 
officer  and  Sgt.  Severance  has  moved  to  the  role  of  supervisor. 

My  goal  was  to  go  into  the  Junior  High  School  and  work  with  the  youth. 
With  a  great  deal  of  help  from  Principal  Gregory  Kendall  this  goal  was  achieved 
in  January.  I  was  able  to  teach  an  8-week  course  which  dealt  with  some  of  the 
areas  which  were  of  concern  to  the  youth  at  this  age.  There  were  83  students 
who  participated  in  the  voluntary  course.  The  program  was  orientated  around 
getting  the  youth  to  be  able  to  relate  to  the  police  officer  as  an  individual 
instead  of  the  "big  bad  policeman".  The  interest  in  the  program  was  really 
good  and  a  few  youths  showed  such  an  interest  that  I  started  a  "Ride  Along 
Program"  whereby  they  could  ride  in  the  cruiser  with  an  officer  and  actually 
see  and  experience  what  they  go  through  in  their  normal  daily  duties.  During 
this  program,  I  had  five  youths  put  in  over  300  hours  in  the  cruiser.  This 
year  I  will  again  teach  this  class  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  get  the  same  kind 
of  interest.  The  case  load  involving  juveniles  increased  a  staggering  amount  - 
over  100%!!!   In  1979  we  handled  13l'youths  and  in  1980  we  handed  279  youths!!! 

My  goal  for  1981  is  to  form  a  Juvenile  Youth  Advocacy  Board  for  the  Town. 
The  statistics  prove  that  there  is  a  need  for  this  type  of  group  support.  This 
Board  would  be  made  up  of  representatives  from  the  Police  Department,  Probation 
Department  and  clergy,  plus  any  other  person  who  feels  that  they  can  help  sup- 
port or  promote  the  youth  of  the  town.   If  you  think  you  are   interested  in 
helping  or  you  would  like  more  information,  please  contact  me  at  the  Police 
Department. 

Juvenile  statistics  were  as  follows:  Burglaries  9,  liquor  laws  135!!, 
larceny  and  thefts  25,  runaways  4,  arson  2,  suspicion  3,  vandalism  18,  drugs 
5,  domestic  7,  all  others  (except  traffic)  63;  eight  youths  were  prosecuted 
in  court. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  parents  for  their  support  and  coopera- 
tion that  they  have  shown  in  the  past  year.

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MUNICIPAL  COURT  REPORT 

The  Rye  Municipal  Court  has  concluded  its  business  in  1980  with  the 
largest  number  of  cases  handled  in  one  calendar  year  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Court.  The  Court  had  a  total  of  943  cases  of  which  the  majority 
were  motor  vehicle  violations.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
violations  of  Town  Ordinances  which  included  beach  and  dog  violations.  The 
jurisdiction  over  juvenile  offenses  has  been  terminated  by  legislative  change 
and  this  jurisdiction  has  been  transferred  to  the  District  Court  system.  The 
Court  continues  to  retain  jurisdiction  as  previously  with  this  one  exception. 

The  regular  sessions  of  the  Court  have  been  continued  on  Monday  evenings 
for  pleas  and  arraignments  and  on  Wednesday  mornings  for  trials.  This  sche- 
dule has  been  sufficient  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Court  as  many  people 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  pleas  by  mail  process  which  does  not  require 
an  appearance. 

The  Court  continues  to  abide  and  cooperate  with  the  Administrative 
Committee  of  District  and  Municipal  Courts  in  the  implementation  of  forms 
and  procedures  to  standardize  the  court  system  in  N.  H.  With  the  advent  of 
a  revised  and  new  system  of  accounting  and  docketing,  the  Rye  Municipal  Court 
is  in  compliance  with  all  regulations  as  set  forth  by  this  committee. 

As  noted,  the  caseload  has  increased  which  has  required  more  time  for 
processing  and  filing  of  complaints.  The  cooperation  of  the  Rye  Police 
Department  has  been  a  great  help.  They  have  been  enforcing  Court  orders  to 
make  for  a  more  efficient  processing  of  cases. 

The  Court  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Rye  Police  Department  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year,  and  also 
thanks  to  the  N.  H.  State  Police,  the  Fish  and  Game  Department,  the  Rockingham 
County  Sheriff's  Department,  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  the  Court.

ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

This  year  we  had  a  continuing  problem  with  dog  owners  who  have  allowed 
their  dogs  to  run  at  large  and  there  were  about  250  dog  owners  who  neglected 
to  have  their  dogs  licensed  on  time.  It  should  be  stressed  that  the  Dog  Con- 
trol Ordinance  has  been  strongly  enforced,  but  citizens  should  keep  in  mind 
that  if  they  can  restrain  or  help  to  identify  loose  dogs,  it  will  aid  in  pro- 
secution. Many  times  our  officers  have  responded  to  complaints  only  to  find 
that  the  dog  was  gone  and  the  complaintant  had  no  information  to  give. 

It  is  also  important  to  remember  that  either  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a 
dog  may  face  court  action  if  their  dog  violates  any  of  the  section  of  the 
Dog  Control  Ordinance.  All  dog  owners  are  reminded  that  dogs  three  months 
and  older  must  be  licensed  and  this  must  be  done  by  the  end  of  April  each 
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year.  Reminders  are  placed  in  the  paper  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  a  clinic  is 
held  each  spring  where  rabies  shots  and  licenses  may  be  obtained. 

The  Animal  Control  Section  will  attempt,  when  possible,  to  aid  in  various 
animal  problems,  but  citizens  should  be  made  aware  that  we  primarily  deal  with 
infractions  of  the  law.  These  infractions  usually  involve  dogs,  or  cruelty  to 
animals,  or  trespassing  stock.   Persons  obtaining  stray  cats  or  kittens  are 
urged  to  contact  the  SPCA  in  Stratham,  as  we  do  not  deal  with  these  problems. 
We  also  do  not  trap  animals;  please  contact  the  Police  Department  at  964-5521 
should  you  have  a  question  as  to  whether  or  not  we  can  handle  the  problem. 

As  always,  I  would  like  to  thank  those  dog  owners  who  do  obey  the  Ordi- 
nance and  show  their  concern  and  respect  for  their  neighbors  as  well  as  concern 
for  their  pet.  Many  dogs  are  struck  by  cars  while  they  are  running  at  large. 
This  would  not  happen  if  their  owners  obeyed  the  Ordinance  and  cared  what 
happened  to  them. 

Thanks  also  goes  out  to  the  other  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments who  greatly  assist  the  Animal  Control  Section. 

Statistics  for  1980  are:  Complaints  received  155,  summons  issued  38, 
written  warnings  65,  verbal  warnings  64,  dogs  impounded  75,  and  incident 
reports  93. 

Remember:  License  your  dog. 

Keep  the  license  tag  on  the  dog  at  all  times. 

Obey  the  Animal  Control  Ordinance. 

Call  the  Department  if  your  dog  is  lost  or  missing.

HIGHWAY  AGENT'S  REPORT 

Our  road  reclamation  program  is  underway.  This  process  crushes  and  mixes 
the  existing  roadway  to  a  depth  of  up  to  24",  removed  boulders  and  then  shapes 
and  compacts  the  mixture  prior  to  application  of  a  finished  surface  of  penetra- 
tion and  seal  coat.  Underlying  problems  are  corrected  and  nothing  is  wasted. 
The  initial  investment  should  prove  to  be  economical  over  a  20-year  period  or 
longer  when  compared  to  former  methods  of  leveling  and  paving  over  perpetual 
roadbed  problems. 

In  1980  reclamation  was  initiated  on  all  of  Perkins  Road  and  Geremia  Road 
plus  portions  of  Locke,  Causeway,  Grove  and  Brackett  Roads.  The  finish  coats 
are  to  be  applied  in  1981.  On  my  priority  list  for  future  reclamation  are 
South  Road  (Love  Lane  to  the  North  Hampton  line),  a  short  section  of  Grove  (if 
the  water  main  is  completed).  Sagamore  (Washington  to  Lang's  Corner),  Wallis 
(Lang's  Corner  to  Brackett),  Brackett  (Wallis  to  Parsons  Road),  plus  Fern 
Avenue  in  its  entirety. 
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The  rebuilding  of  Appledore  Avenue  has  been  started.  Continuance  of  the 
road  work  is  dependent  upon  completion  of  work  by  the  Rye  Water  District. 
During  the  year  1980  I  approved  the  following  as  they  met  the  subdivision 
standards  for  roads  and  drainage:  Burnette  Drive,  La  Mer  Drive,  Birchwood 
Drive,  Patriot's  Way,  Constitution  Circle,  and  the  completed  portion  of 
Liberty  Common. 

Our  recycling  center  became  fully  operational  last  May  following  construc- 
tion of  the  recycling  building  and  installation  of  the  baler.  During  the 
remainder  of  1980,  $1700  was  returned  to  the  town  from  sale  of  baled  news- 
papers and  cardboard.  This  figure  must  also  be  viewed  as  a  saving  of  more  than 
222  compacted  cubic  yards  of  landfill  space.  During  the  year  our  dump  committee 
in  conjunction  with  highway  labor  has  erected  and  stained  the  fence  along  Grove 
Road,  undertaken  initial  grading  and  planting  in  the  same  area  and  helped 
facilitate  the  new  permit  system.  A  can  separator,  to  take  advantage  of  the 
aluminum  market,  is  being  designed.   We  will  stockpile  the  remainder  until 
that  market  stabilizes.  Covers  for  the  glass  bins  appear  to  be  a  necessity. 
It  was  not  discovered  that  a  fifteen  ton  shipment  of  separated  glass  had  been 
contaminated  by  stones  until  it  was  at  the  recycling  plant  in  North  Oxford, 
Mass.  Market  value  was  greatly  reduced  but  at  least  use  of  our  landfill  space 
was  avoided. 

Our  packer,  used  at  the  time  of  purchase,  is  breaking  down  with  increasing 
frequency  and  repairs  are  becoming  more  costly.  A  decision  will  have  to  be 
made  shortly  on  purchase  of  another  one,  either  new  or  used. 

Progress  toward  location  of  the  entire  highway  department  complex  at  the 
Grove  Road  landfill  site  has  been  made.  Site  work  has  been  initiated  and  test 
pits  have  confirmed  the  selected  location  for  the  highway  building.  Gasoline 
tanks  and  pumps  have  been  purchased.  Many  construction  methods  have  been  ex- 
plored. The  most  efficient  and  economical  approach  to  suit  our  needs  seems  to 
be  a  single  building  containing  four  unheated  bays,  a  2-bay  heated  repair 
facility,  sign  shop,  locked  tool  crib  and  individual  locker  space,  plus  office, 
rest  rooms  and  kitchen. 

Repair  and  replacement  of  signs  due  to  vandalism  has  become  a  significant 
annual  budget  item.  It  will  be  to  our  advantage  to  have  space  to  produce  and 
repair  our  own  signs. 

I  have  been  in  contact  with  Wright-Pierce  engineer  Craig  Musselman  work- 
ing in  association  with  the  Pollution  Committee.  His  report  recommends,  as  a 
preventative  measure,  relocation  of  the  salt  and  sand  shed  to  a  tidal  basin. 
Because  such  a  move  would  negate  our  plan  to  have  all  equipment  and  materials 
on  one  site  as  well  as  adding  expense  associated  with  a  loading  machine  at  a 
remote  site,  I  am  investigating  plans  for  storage  shed  construction  that  will 
deter  contamination  and  meet  environmental  specifications. 

For  the  past  eight  months  I  have  served  as  a  member  of  the  Governor's 
Solid  Waste  Policy  Advisory  Board  working  on  legislative  proposals  regarding 
solid  waste  disposal  in  New  Hampshire.  From  the  information  available  to  date, 
it  is  apparent  that  1.  for  every  proposal  (sanitary  landfill  or  solid  waste  to 
energy  plant)  there  is  a  risk  of  some  kind,  2.  cooperation  among  communities 
will  be  necessary  in  some  degree  to  solve  solid  waste  problems  across  the  state, 
and  3.  conservation  and  recycling  will  increasingly  become  a  part  of  our  lives. 
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In  Rye,  our  landfill  capacity  is  finite.  Only  community  wide  understand- 
ing of  conservation  and  participation  in  recycling  will  postpone  very  expensive 
alternatives  to  landfill.

POLLUTION  CONTROL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  1980,  the  Rye  Pollution  Control  Committee  completed  work  on  the  Rye 
Water  Quality  Management  Plan.  The  intent  of  the  plan  has  been  to  take  a 
broad  view  of  Rye's  water  quality  problems  now  and  in  the  future  so  as  to 
preserve  the  present  character  of  the  Town  and  still  allow  for  a  planned 
growth  that  will  enhance  its  rural  beauty  and  precious  coastal  areas.  We 
feel  that  the  final  plan  achieves  that  initial  intent. 

The  Water  Quality  Management  Plan  is  comprehensive,  covering  a  wide 
range  of  solutions  to  water  quality  related  problems.  Included  are  proposals 
for  a  public  sewerage  system  for  a  limited  area  of  town,  steps  to  improve 
septic  system  operations  and  to  assure  that  new  systems  are  properly  instal- 
led, and  recommendations  on  sealing  the  old  town  dump,  relocating  the  salt 
storage  shed,  improving  the  privately  owned  septage  disposal  site,  improving 
solid  waste  management  to  minimize  landfilling  in  the  future,  and  preserving 
wetlands. 


A  warrant  article  has  been  presented  for  consideration  at  this  year's 
town  meeting  to  appropriate  funds  for  the  design  of  sewers  at  Rye  and  Jenness 
Beach  areas  and  for  a  public  education  program  in  the  other  areas  of  Rye  to 
improve  septic  system  operation  and  encourage  water  conservation.  This  en- 
gineering work  will  be  partially  funded  by  EPA  and  the  State.  Of  a  total  of 
$155,000.00,  Rye's  share  is  $16,500. 

The  scheduling  of  this  project  is  dependent  upon  the  availability  of 
Federal  and  State  funds.  If  all  goes  as  planned,  engineering  design  would 
begin  in  November,  1981,  and  would  be  completed  by  September,  1982.  Con- 
struction could  begin  in  the  spring  of  1983  and  the  facilities  would  be  fully 
operational  by  late  summer  of  1984.   If  Federal  and  State  funding  is  not 
available  in  that  time  frame,  the  schedule  would  be  delayed. 

In  the  next  year,  the  Pollution  Control  Committee  needs  to  continue  in 
order  to  begin  the  implementation  of  the  water  quality  management  plan,  to 
coordinate  the  engineering  work  and  to  evaluate  an  appropriate  town  manage- 
ment structure.  Such  a  structure  must  ensure  that  public  sewerage  is  properly 
managed,  that  new  septic  systems  are  appropriate  and  that  landfills  and  other 
non-point  sources  do  not  contaminate  ground-water  supplies.  One  idea,  the 
combination  of  all  of  those  functions  into  one  town  board,  would  be  unique  in 
N.  H.  and  may  require  state  legislation.  A  proposal  to  address  this  issue  will 
be  presented  for  consideration  at  a  future  town  meeting.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  1980  the  Mosquito  Control  Commission  continued  source  reduction 
studies  on  the  pilot  marsh  management  project.  This  project  is  to  assess 
each  given  acre  of  salt  marsh  and  create  alterations  for  the  reduction  of 
mosquito  breeding  and  the  enhancement  of  the  salt  marsh  ecology.  A  post 
study  report  was  published  and  a  copy  of  this  report  can  be  found  at  the 
town  library.  Studies  will  continue  on  a  limited  basis.  We  expect  further 
evidence  of  rejuvenation  of  the  marsh  and  significant  reduction  in  mosquito 
breeding. 

All  adulticiding  and  larviciding  procedures  were  implemented  this  past 
season.  The  use  of  Altocid  briquets  proved  successful.  Our  new  automatic 
control  panel  for  the  adulticiding  vehicle  made  possible  lower  cost  of 
application  and  a  higher  standard  of  safety. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  say  thank  you  for  a  job  well  done  to  our 
supervisor,  Michael  Lambert. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  community  in  1981.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Our  biggest  problem  is  your  biggest  problem,  the  basics  of  land,  sea, 
and  air.  What  are  we  doing?  Cooperating  with  any  and  all  to  maintain  that 
which  we  have  in  its  proper  balance.  Truthfully,  this  is  nothing  new,  the 
awareness  of  it  is.  Rye  seemed  to  think  that  all  the  problems  were  else- 
where, it  is  hard  to  see  under  the  ground  and  more  difficult  to  comprehend 
what  is  there. 

The  Wright-Pierce  report  for  Water  Quality  Management  is  now  being 
discussed  and  understood  by  many  involved  in  decision  making.  The  hard 
facts  indicate  we  must  preserve  some  open  space  in  order  not  to  pollute 
and  spoil  areas  already  under  use.  In  a  "relatively  flat"  topography  such 
as  Rye's,  a  foot  or  two  up  or  down,  above  or  below  the  natural  land  surface 
can  make  a  big  difference  to  the  land  next  door.  Then  these  small  things 
become  important  to  the  overall  well  being  of  the  town. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Building  Inspector, 
and  the  Selectmen  have  authority  in  such  matters.  One  duty  is  to  bring 
such  matters  to  their  attention  which  we  concientiously  try  to  do.  We 
invite  you  to  advise  them  or  us  of  problems  which  you  feel  warrant  attention, 

We  are  legally  involved  in  all  Dredge  and  Fill  Petitions.  It  has  been 
an  active  year  involving  us  with  the  Wetland  Board  of  N.  H.  We  would  note 
nearly  all  matters  involving  the  port  of  Portsmouth  also  involves  Rye.  Rye 
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Harbor  is  self-evident,  but  Rye  borders  Little  Harbor  and  Witch  Creek,  both 

of  which  are  -always  included  in  planning  by  Portsmouth,  the  State  of  N.  H., 

and  the  Federal  Government.  We  have  attended  committee  meetings  and  hearings 
and  more  can  be  expected. 

For  several  years  the  Rye  School  Science  Fair  has  had  our  attention. 
Many  of  the  exhibits  have  been  outstanding  and  those  involving  the  environ- 
ment in  the  past  two  years  indicate  more  than  a  passing  interest  by  some  of 
the  students. 

We  acquired  a  parcel  of  land,  practically  100%  inland  marsh  bordering 
Berry's  Brook.  It  will  be  left  as  is  hoping  to  help  protect  the  quality  of 
water  as  it  flows  in  and  through  Rye. 

We  hope  the  1980 's  will  show  a  continuing  awareness  on  everyone's  part 
of  the  need  to  protect  and  properly  use  the  natural  resources  Rye  has.  Only 
from  the  ground  either  above  or  below  can  we  maintain  the  looks  and  health 
of  our  rural  image  town.

RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  summer  playground  program  at  the  Rye  Recreation  Area  was  held  from 
June  30  to  August  15,  1980.  This  program  operated  from  9:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m. 
five  days  a  week  and  was  staffed  by  Gail  Thomas,  director,  Linda  Petersen, 
Tracey  Squires,  and  Jane  Grant.  The  program  was  geared  for  children  ages 
5-12  and  involved  sports,  arts  and  crafts,  and  other  special  activities  such 
as  a  scavenger  hunt,  the  Fourth  of  July  parade,  gravestone  rubbings,  water 
balloon  games,  and  an  ice  cream  smorgasbord.   In  addition,  bus  trips  were 
taken  to  Pawtuckaway  Lake  State  Park,  the  Children's  Museum  in  Boston, 
Odiorne's  Point  State  Park,  Canobie  Lake  Amusement  Park,  Benson's  Animal 
Farm,  and  to  the  beaches  in  Rye.  Softball  games  were  played  against  teams 
from  Hampton  and  North  Hampton. 

The  Recreation  Commission  also  hired  and  supervised  four  lifeguards, 
Andrew  Lovett,  head  guard,  Sandy  Jones,  Judy  Pesarik,  and  Jeff  McAleney. 
Town-owned  beaches  which  these  guards  patrolled  include  the  one  at  the  end 
of  Cable  Road  Extension,  one  south  of  the  Pirate's  Cove  restaurant,  and 
Sawyer's  beach  north  of  the  Rye  Beach  Club.  Beaches  were  guarded  seven  days 
a  week  from  10:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  from  June  23  through  Labor  Day. 

In  the  fall,  recreation  activities  included  classes  at  the  Rye  Elemen- 
tary School  and  some  field  trips  for  children  and  adults  which  were  totally 
supported  by  the  $1,704.75  in  fees  from  participants.  Forty  children  took 
an  eight-week  gymnastics  class  taught  by  a  UNH  student;  seventeen  children 
enrolled  in  a  baton  class  instructed  by  Elaine  Carroll  of  Brentwood.  This 
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group  won  the  third  prize  trophy  in  the  annual  Rye  Christmas  parade.  Eighteen 
women  took  aerobic  dancing  from  instructor  Mary  Rauschenback  of  York,  Maine. 
In  addition,  women's  volleyball  games  were  played  on  Thursday  nights  and  men's 
basketball  was  held  at  the  Rye  Junior  High  School  two  nights  a  week. 

Children  were  bused  to  the  Dover  Pool  on  October  17  and  to  the  Boston 
Aquarium  on  December  30.  Bus  trips  for  adults  included  one  to  Boston  on 
October  24,  another  in  November,  and  a  trip  to  the  Ice  Capades  in  Boston  on 
December  27.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

This  past  year  the  library  underwent  tremendous  change.  We  accomplished 
our  goal  of  adding  a  new  children's  room  and  providing  a  periodical  room.  The 
exterior  of  the  library  was  also  painted. 

We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  townspeople  who  voted  to  appropriate  the 
$29,000  for  the  children's  room.  The  total  cost  of  this  room  was  in  excess  of 
$37,000;  the  difference  was  paid  by  gifts  accumulated. 

The  estate  of  Dorothy  Parsons  bequeathed  $22,000,  of  which  $20,000  has 
been  put  into  a  trust  fund.  The  family  of  Shirley  Davis  donated  a  microfilm 

machine. 
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The  library  was  awarded  first  place  for  its  float  in  the  Fourth  of  July 
parade.  The  prize  of  $100,  plus  a  donation  of  $100  from  Phil  brick's  Sport 
World,  will  help  purchase  a  bike  rack  which  costs  $248. 

The  trustees  initiated  a  summer  enrichment  program  and  the  response  was 
so  great  that  a  similar  program  will  again  be  offered  this  summer.  The  SAT 
program  which  was  introduced  last  year   continues  to  be  a  success.  We  have 
been  in  touch  with  some  of  the  students  who  participated  and  most  said  that 
their  scores  had  improved  significantly. 

We  are  delighted  to  welcome  Susan  Cronin  as  Children's  Librarian  and 
Pat  Stetson  as  Adult  Services  Librarian.  Pat  has  replaced  Lorraine  Cameron 
who  retired  after  sixteen  years  of  dedicated  service.  We  were  saddened  to 
see  her  leave  but  wish  her  many  happy  healthy  years  of  retirement. 

The  trustees  have  enjoyed  working  with  Librarian  Bette  Owens,  and  part- 
time  assistants  Teddy  Wyatt  and  Marjorie  Little  and  custodian  Robert  Goodsell 
They  each  are  very   much  appreciated  for  their  efforts  in  achieving  a  top 
quality  library.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

This  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  the  Rye  Library.  Construction  began 
in  June  on  the  new  Children's  Room  and  after  a  summer  of  noise  and  confusion, 
an  open  house  was  held  on  September  14  attended  by  nearly  200  people  of  all 
ages.  The  former  children's  room  was  converted  to  a  periodical  reading  room. 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  with  morning  social  hours  for  adults 
and  a  special  movie  for  children.   In  November,  Children's  Book  Week  featured 
a  performance  by  the  Woodwind  Quintet  of  the  Air  Force  Band  of  New  England, 
enjoyed  by  children  and  adults  alike. 

The  10-week  Summer  Reading  Program  was  very  popular  and  54  children  read 
a  total  of  1,152  books.  Some  of  these  children  rode  in  the  Fourth  of  July 
parade  on  the  library's  float  which  was  awarded  First  Prize. 

With  the  addition  to  the  staff  of  a  children's  librarian  and  the  new 
facilities,  we  now  can  offer  a  wider  range  of  programs  for  children.  Craft 
workshops,  held  at  Halloween  and  Christmas,  had  an  average  attendance  of  45. 
Story  hours  have  been  increased  for  4-  and  5-year-olds  and  a  %-hour  storytime 
for  3-year-olds  has  been  added.  Films  have  been  scheduled  for  showing  during 
school  vacations.  Other  special  programs,  such  as  a  tree  trimming  party  at 
Christmastime,  have  been  planned. 

Circulation  of  children's  books  has  increased  and  the  children's  librarian 
maintains  close  contact  with  both  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools.  She 
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has  conducted  story  hours  for  younger  children  and  book  talks  for  older 
classes.  She  also  works  with  teachers  on  requests  to  assure  that  the  library 
has  adequate  materials  on  hand  to  support  class  assignments  and  projects. 
Classes  have  also  visited  the  library.  Principals  of  both  schools  have  been 
very  supportive  and  we  appreciate  their  interest  and  assistance. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1980  I  conducted  several  book  reviews.  The 
response  was  positive  and  more  will  be  held  during  the  coming  year. 

As  part  of  our  Christmas  celebration,  we  sponsored  a  craft  workshop  on 
Christmas  decorations  conducted  by  the  Creative  Cricket  of  Stratham  and  Ruth 
Stimson  and  Edith  Lovering  from  the  County  Extension  Service.  Both  programs 
were  well -attended. 

Throughout  the  year,  staff  members  have  attended  meetings  and  workshops 
devoted  to  library  service  and  inter-library  cooperation.  These  were  held  in 
various  libraries  on  state-wide,  district,  and  local  levels  and  I  attended  a 
course  at  U.N.H.  on  computers. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  provided  loyal  support  for  library 
activities.  They  performed  library  tasks  at  monthly  meetings  and  provided 
refreshments  for  the  open  house.  With  funds  raised  from  book  sales,  dona- 
tions, and  card  parties,  they  purchased  the  librarian's  desk  for  the  new 
children's  room  and  helped  with  goodies  and  favors  for  story  hour  parties.

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AMBULANCE  CORPS  REPORT 

Twenty-two  dedicated  volunteers  of  the  Rye  Ambulance  Corps  have  made 
231  runs  this  past  year.  These  runs  included  23  highway  emergencies,  139 
non-highway  emergencies,  and  57  non-emergency  transfers.   A  majority  of 
our  calls  have  been  made  more  efficient  because  of  the  assistance  of  the- 
Police  and  Fire  Departments,  gratefully  acknowledged  here. 

Our  current  membership  includes  three  nurses,  fifteen  Emergency 
Medical  Technicians  (EMT),  and  nine  advanced  first  aiders,  all  of  whom 
must  annually  retrain  in  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation  (CPR).  Additional 
training  is  included  at  our  weekly  meetings. 

This  24-hour  service  is  provided  to  the  Town  through  the  annual  $10 
subscriptions,  the  unpaid  volunteers  and  the  generous  donations  from  the 
townspeople.
